A sm all group of senior citizens at­ 
tended yesterday’s forum of Fourth 
District supervisorial candidates, but all 
went away apparently satisfied with 
what they heard. 
The candidates voiced their support of 
tax relief for senior citizen home 
owners, low rent housing for the elderly 
and better m edical services for all. 
The Community Action Council of 
Lompoc sponsored the forum, which was 
accented to award senior citizens. 
All five candidates were present in the 
Lompoc Library’s multi-use room and 
all candidates addressed six questions 
asked by m oderator Fred J. Bremer- 
man: 
What in your opinion should the county 
do about property tax relief for the 
senior citizen home owner? 
Candidate Phyllis White said that all 
senior citizens deserve to keep their 
homes and that Proposition 13 w as the 
best method for relief. 
Art Scott, who criticized that this 
country is long overdue in taking care of 
its senior citizens, said he supports 
Proposition 13. Alberta Morgan favors 
the proposition and feels that the state 
legislature should provide tax relief to 
senior citizen home owners. 
Robert Lilley rem arked he was not 
overly optimistic that Proposition 13 will 
pass, but hopes that it does. He, like Bob 
Hedlund, noted that more legislation is 
being developed in this area. Hedlund 
remarked that there is a definite need 
for property tax re lie f for sen ior 
citizens. He supports the proposition. 


Do you feel that the Salsipuedes Dam 
project will bring lower water cost to 
Lompoc Valley citizens and do you in­ 
tend to support this project if it will? 
Most candidates indicated that all pos­ 
sible sources of water should be ex­ 
amined. White said that the question of 
water sources should be put to the voter. 
On the dam project, more data would 
have to be known before she could take a 
stand on it, she commented. 


It is unknown now what the dam 
project can and can not do, Scott 
replied. Morgan said she does not sup­ 
port the project because it would cost 
more than the state water project. 
Lilley believes the dam project will not 
conserve enough water to justify its cost. 
Hedlund rem arked that more data is 
needed on the 
dam project before a 
proper decision can be made. 
Will you support low rent housing for 
elderly and low income fam ilies? 
All candidates noted their support. 
White added she would support new con­ 
struction of low rent housing for senior 
citizens. 
Scott stated he has supported such 
housing for the eight years he was on the 
Lompoc City Council and added he would 
agree to a re-allocation of county money 
for new construction. 


Morgan favors low rent housing and 
would like to see a low cost housing 
project for senior citizens in Lompoc like 
the new high-rise building in Santa M aria 
for the elderly. 
Lilley and Hedlund both mentioned the 
need and their support of low rent hous­ 
ing. Hedlund said that local government 
should look into assisting building low 
rent housing. 
What are your views on w elfare and 
social service program s for all low in­ 
come people, including senior citizens? 
The candidates noted that the question 
w as too broad to answ er in three 
minutes. On welfare White said, “ We 
should help people who need to be 
helped; that is the American w ay.’’ 
She added that a. center, such a s the 
proposed senior citizen center, should br­ 
ing all age groups together, not separate 
the old from the young. 
There is more inequity in social ser­ 
vices offered to the senior citizens than 
in any other group today, stated Scott. 
There are many problems in this area 
and he favors a re-establishment of 
priorities in government to solve them. 
Morgan recalled how she has fought 
for a senior citizens center and to have 
transportation available for the elderly. 
She noted that a supervisor was needed 
who 
is aw are of the problems of the 
elderly. 
Lilley said there are many problems in 
the welfare system , one being that 50 per 
cent of the budget goes for salaries. He 
said that transportation and housing are 
two pressing problems of senior citizens. 
Revenue sharing funds should be used 
for human needs rather than for capital 
outlay, began Hedlund. The money 
should go for home repair, medical ser­ 
v ic e s and 
fe ed in g p ro g ra m s, he 
suggested. 
Will you support public transportation 
as a permanent project for north county? 
All candidates affirm ed they would. 
Will you support a low cost, public 
medical clinic to serve the elderly and 
low income fam ilies of north county? 
White said yes. but she commented she 
was disturbed because “ We seem to see 
senior citizens as set aside in a little 
group. Many of the problems that con­ 
cern them concern all age groups.” 
Scott replied he was unsure if a clinic 
was the answer. He acknowledged the 
need for improved medical services in 
Lompoc. A start toward improvement 
could come by the county and the local 
hospital district working together. 
All of Lompoc is in bad shape as far as 
medical service is concerned, declared 
Morgan. All parties — the legislature, 
doctors and insurance companies — 
should cooperate to correct the problem. 
Lilley favors the clinic. He noted that 
the medical crisis is not confined just to 
low income people. 
A clin ic would be supported by 
Hedlund. He continued he would lobby 
for increased medi-cal payments and 
decreased ambulance service rates. 
Ford warming up for

JOHNSON CITY. Tenn. (U P I) - 
P re sid e n t F o rd , w arm in g up for 
Tuesday’s crucial Michigan 
primary 
battle with Ronald Reagan, appealed to 
voters today to let him finish “ the most 
important job that I’ve begun — restora­ 
tion of faith and trust in the presidency.”

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District — targets of a recall effort by a 
parents’ group — held a press conference 
this morning to answer questions from 
news media, and to issue the following 
group statement: 
“ Board Members ask you not to sign a 
recall petition.” 
“ The vague and broad statem ents 
made by recall proponents have no foun­ 
dation in fact. The real issue is school 
closure. Enrollment has decreased by 
m ore than 3,000 stu d e n ts — the 
equivalent of five and one-half empty 
elementary schools. Schools were closed 
to maintain current educational services 
for all students while saving critical tax 
dollars.” 
“ To spend an estim ated $10,000 to 
$15,000 of tax money to pay for a special 
election now would be wasteful of your 
money and of the Board’s energy. All 
five m embers of the Lompoc Unified 
School District Board of Trustees were 
elected by substantial m argins. Three 
were elected last year; two face a 
regular election in M arch.” 
"The Board is publicly committed to 
placing the brakes on the rising costs of 
education. At the sam e time, the Board 
is committed to improving educational 
opportunities and the quality of instruc­ 
tion whenever and wherever possible." 
“ Current 
trustees are dedicated, 
honest and determined to fulfill their 
educational and financial obligations to 
students, taxpayers and staff. They have 
honored their pledges to the electorate 
and have represented the entire district 
in their actions." 
“ Your decision about signing this peti­ 
tion must be based on what is written on 
it. To make new "ch arg es" verbally 
when presenting the petition leayes no 
opportunity for the Board to answer, nor 
to be aware of what it is accused. We ask 
that you contact one of the Board 
members with the name and address of 
the petition circulator should an attempt 
be made to persuade you by offering new 
ch arges." 
“ R e ca ll 
e le c tio n s c r e a te d eep 
emotional conflicts, leaving divisions 
that last. Issues are obscured while per­ 
sonalities are emphasized.’’ 
“ Board Members ask you not to sign a 
recall petition.” 
“ Your refusal will help save your tax 
dollars and avoid unnecessary turmoil in 
the school district. 
A strong Board 
deserves community support." 
In the press conference that followed 
the reading of the statement by Richard 
K. Jacoby, board president, the board 
reaffirmed its determination to stand by 
its decision to close two schools in the 
fall. 
Jaco b y dashed 
su ggestio n s 
that 
changes in circum stances could result in 
an order keeping La Mesa and Miguelito 
schools open in the fall 
He said plans were too far along now to 
reverse the closure action of the board. 
Jacoby injected that the finality after 
Barbara Berg said the board might 
change its mind if there was an inc~-*«e 
in the student enrollment. Jack Helman 
added fuel to the possibility when he said 
that if safety factors proved impossible 
under the closure orders, 
the board 
might act 
Jacoby agreed that the schools might 
be reopened in the future, but said sur­ 
veys seemed to discount the possibility 
of a heavy influx of new students. Later 
this reporter asked Jacoby privately if 
the closure action was “ irrevocable‘>” 
for the fall and he said it was 


In response to questions, Jacoby said 
the recall action would be abrasive, but 
that "it will be business as usual in the 
conduct of school affairs.” 
Gail Steiger said. “ I don’t expect this 
effort (the recall) to be successful.” She 
pointed out that an ail-new school board, 
if the election effort were successful, 
would be inexperienced and said "there 
would be some turmoil,” as a result. 
Under questioning, all five trustees 
emphasized their concern for safety fac­ 
tors involved in closing the two schools

dinator Albert F. Reynolds 
emphasiiea, in looking ahead to 
what should prove to be a 
momentous public hearing 
before the Board of Supervisors 
on Monday. May 24. 
Speaking of the board hearing 
on that date to get public input 
on a highly controversial Grand 
Ju ry rep o rt c a stig a tin g 
the Office of Environmental 
Quality (OEQ) and urging an 
end to its independence, 
Reynolds is purposely adopting 
a low profile while firecrackers 
set up by both those for and 
against the dismantlemeiC^f 
his office are exploding. 
But Reynoids, who was 
named to the job over three 
years ago after a statewide 
recruitment drive, is sure of 
one thing; the fate of his office 
Gprill depend on getting strong 
community support at that 
hearing. 
‘‘Unless 
the community 
stands up, corsolidation (of his 
office unde * the Planning 
Department) will happen.” he 
says. 
And with consolidation under 
the eye of a Planning Depart­ 
ment director who himself is 
under pressure from county 
supervisors, the office “would 
go down the drain,” Reynolds 
feels. 
County Supervisor Kallman 
explained to reporters that un­ 
der consolidation Reynolds 
would merely be working under 
another person named Johnson. 
By this, he meant that Britt 
Jenson would succeed County 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson as Reynolds’ 
superior. 
But with an appeals board or 
special environmental commis­ 
sion review tossed into an 
already complicated and time­ 
consuming process. Reynolds 
feels the Grand Jury’s proposal 
would lead to a “bureaucratic 
nightmare.” The appeal-upon- 
appeal procedure likely to 
result would only extend the 
lengthy time lag that applicants 
now have to go through, it is 
felt. 
Kallman has gone along with 
North County supervisors 
Francis H. Beattie and Harrell 
Fletcher in seeking major 
changes in the county’s en­ 
vironmental review system. 
The push against Reynolds’ 
office has some strange con­ 
tradictory aspects. 
Whereas Beattie only recent­ 
ly said he felt the county’s en­ 
vironmental office should be 
“abolished,” the OEQ office 
had a letter prior to that pinned 
on the bulletin board from Beat­ 
tie praising the office. 
The head of one of the coun­ 
ty’s chief engineering firms 
was asked his reaction to the 
Grand Jury report. 
The engineer told a newsman 
he could only see more lengthy 
periods of processing an ap­ 
plication with a special com­ 
mission added and felt it would 
not work. He also felt the Grand 
Jury should have rapped the fee 
schedule as approved by the 
supervisors. 


Reynolds’ office has already 
gotten considerable support 
from a number of prominent 
persons — some of them 
developers — whose only com­ 
plaint against the office, they 
said, has been the time factor of 
processing, now considerably 
shortened.

Hot lunch program okayed 


Tlw school board last night 
said it would conclude final 
plans next month for a federally 
m an d a ted school lunch 
program that must be in opera­ 
tion on July I. 1977. 
A detail^ plan of operation 
must be filed on the program by 
July I of this year, according to 
Joe Carlin, district business 
manager. 
Carlin told the board the 
federal government would 
provide IOO per cent of the cost 
of equipment for a central 
kitchen, if the board chose that 
option, but that the district 
wouId*have to come up with the 
$330,000 for the building to 
house the kitchen. 
The central kitchen concept- 
preparing the food in a central 
location and transporting it to 
the individual schools — is only 
one of the possibilities, Carlin 
said. Other alternatives are the 
purchase of food from a vendor, 
building a kitchen in each 
school, or cooperating with 
another school district that 
already has a central kitchen 
and the capacity to serve 
another district. 
Carlin said he had no recom­ 
mendations ready to go, but 
noted that he had found no near­ 
by district had the capacity to 
serve Lompoc too. 
A school lunch program has 
been discussed in the district 
for more than two years, but it 
was only with the passage of 
new federal law mandating at 
least one nutritionally balanced 
hot lunch a day for each needy 
child that the board realized it 
must act. 
No decision has been made on 
any of the alternatives or on 
procedures, but Carlin in­ 
dicated it would be difficult to 


meet the requirements of the 
law for anonymity for the 
recipients of the free or 
Veduced price food, and not feed 
those with the money to pay. 
Carlin said the district could 
use the so-called one-time-only 
monies that now consist of 
more than $1.6 million to pay 
for costs of construction of a 
central kitchen and meet the 
mandates of the law without a 
tax rate hike. 
Some of the sense of urgency 
and the board’s determination 
tp act immediately was voiced 
by trustee Jack Helman. 


Helman called for selection of 
whatever options were best 
suited for the district and to do 
it at the earliest moment. 
Carlin told the board he had 
been told there was no grace 
period and that school districts 
must meet the July I deadline 
for the plan of operation and the 
July I date of a year from then 
when they must begin to serve 
the meals. 
Carlin said surveys showed 
the Lompoc district should be 
prepared to serve 750,000 meals 
a year, plus the milk program 
that is already under way.

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Senate okays school aid 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation providing an addi­ 
tional $1 billion in state aid for 
California schools during the 
next three years and increasing 
the am ount in subsequent years 
has easily passed the Senate. 
Sponsored by Senate E duca­ 
tion Com m ittee Chairm an Al­ 
bert S. Rodda, D-Sacramento, 
the “ urgency” bill 
(SB1641) 
w as se n t to th e A ssem bly 
Thursday on a 30-1 vote. 
The legislation also, for the 
firs t 
tim e , co u ld re q u ire 
p ro p erty ta x p a y e rs in the 
state's w ealthiest districts to 
help out low-wealth schools. 
T his w as d e s c rib e d a s a 


“ m odest” a tte m p t to m eet 
court dem ands for reform of 
educational financing. 
Rodda. mindful that Gov. Ed­ 
m und G. 
B ro w n J r . 
h a s 
threatened to starve schools in 
order to extract educational 
reform s, conceded he did not 
have the support of the ad­ 
m inistration. 
“ We ll have to negotiate,” 
said Rodda. 
The m easure would provide 
$236 million in supplem ental 
school aid beginning next fall, 
plus $14 m illion for special 
education program s in select 
areas. Each year thereafter, 
the sum would be increased by 


$100 million. 
This would m ean an extra $1 
billion afte r three years and 
nearly $3billion after six years. 
The needier districts would get 
m ore money than others. 
Additionally, the bill would 
require high w ealth districts, 
w henever they increased local 
taxes to im prove schools, to 
share som e of the m oney with 
poorer districts. 
This is an attem pt, Rodda 
said, to address the landm ark 
“ S erra n o " decision of C ali­ 
fornia courts, which held that 
current financing m ethods un­ 
constitutionally deny equal edu­ 
cational opportunities.

“Je rry ” Enomoto, director of 
th e s t a t e D e p a rtm e n t of 
C o rre c tio n s , 
is s trik in g ly 
sim ilar to plans offered by 
form er Gov. Ronald Reagan 
but discarded because the cost 
was prohibitive. 
Enom oto presented his pre­ 
ferred plan for razing San 
Quentin Prison and three alter­ 
natives to an Assembly ways 
and m eans subcom m ittee. He 
won unanimous subcom m ittee 
approval of $92,000 in the new 
state budget to pay for a three- 
m em ber team to develop a for­ 
mal prison construction plan 
which would be forw arded to 
the legislature next year. 
He said in an interview that 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
expressed “ concern about a n -1 
tiquated facilities at San Quen­ 


tin" and suggested that depart­ 
m ent officials “ think about the 
possible need for (prison) beds 
in the future.” 
The plan recom m ended by 
Enomoto called for razing San 
Quentin and constructing on its 
existing San F ran cisco Bay 
A rea site a prison w ith a 
capacity of 1.200 inm ates. In ad­ 
dition. six new “ m ini-prisons,” 
each with a capacity of 600 in­ 
m a te s . w ould be b u ilt in 
Southern California. 
The sm aller facilities, which 
co u ld h o u se a to ta l 4,800 
prisoners, would be constructed 
in San Diego. Orange County, 
Ventura County and three in the 
Los Angeles County area. 
San Quentin, described as in 
“ poor c o n d itio n " 
w ith an 
“ archaic design." has a capaci­ 
ty of 2.686 inm ates. 
Assemblyman Alan Sieroty, a 
subcom m ittee 
m em b er and 
also chairm an of the Crim inal 
Justice Com m ittee, declared 
the departm ent should spell out 
prison policies and then plan 
the institutions around the state 
goals — a practice he said the 


departm ent has ignored in the 
past.

Davis, D -Portola. subcom m it­ 
tee ch a irm an , ag reed w ith 
Sieroty but added she did not

$2 million 'unrefined' 
budget set for SYVHSD 


An “ unrefined." preliminary 
general fund budget of 
$2,080,000, which includes 
capital fund expenditures of 
$40,000. a surplus of $38,000 but 
excludes provisions for salary 
adjustments for district 
employes was presented to the 
bodrd of trustees of the Santa 
Ynez Valiev High School 
District Wednesday night by 
District Supt. George B. Smith. 
The budget includes an­ 
ticipated revenues of $1,780,000 
and a carryover balance of 
$300,000 A final major expen­ 
diture from the current budget 
will be $55,000 for the purchase 
of a new school bus. 
Estimated expenses sans 
^salary adjustments for both 
certificated and classified 
employes of the district amount 
to $1,742,000 
Because of the relatively low 
surplus. Smith said the budget 
would be “ tight" on salary in­ 
creases for district employes. 
In answer to employes salary 
proposals presented the board, 
trustees said in effect that the 
percentage of the 1976-77 
budget committed to salaries 
and employe benefits shall not 
exceed the percentage rate of 
this year's budget for these pur­ 
poses. 
The dates of May 24-25 were 
set by the board to meet with 
employes to discuss salary 
adjustments with a special ses­ 
sion of the board scheduled May 
26 to take action on salaries for 
next year.

Final solution to the solving 
of sanitary problems besetting 
the town of Santa Ynez is ap­ 
parently still some distance off.

A part of the overall picture 
in the attempt to find a way to 
develop a sanitary disposal 
system for the town which not 
only involves the district itself. 
but the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District, which 
will have the sanitary plant 
capacity to serve Santa Ynez. 
the Santa Ynez Indian Reserva­ 
tion. now engaged in an overall 
improvement program, in­ 
cluding the building of a dozen 
new homes, several govern­ 
ment agencies affiliated with 
the reservation program, and 
the State Water Resources 
Control Board. Division of 
Water Quality, which hopefully 
will fund the Santa Yne2 
project 


Directors received a set of 
proposed principles from the 
engineering firm of Brown and 
Caldwell, which represented 
SMID, to be used in drafting a 
Santa Ynez District-SMID joint 
agreement for a wastewater 
facility. 


But. because the set of princi­ 
ples for the agreement from 
Brown and Caldwell did not 
reach Santa Ynez until the 
morning of this week's meeting 
of the Santa Ynez board, direc­ 
tors said they would be unable 
to review the proposal because 
of a lack of time for study.

NATO plans 
buildup of 
U.S. troops 


STUTTGART. West Ger­ 
many (U PI I - The North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
plans to station American 
troops and tanks in northern 
Germany to counter a buildup 
of Soviet-backed Warsaw Pact 
forces in the region. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
European Command Thursday 
said 3.800 soldiers of U S Army 
Brigade 75 would move from 
their central German post to 
Garlstedt. near Bremerhaven, 
by late 1977. 
Two 400-man IJ S Air Force 
tactical air control radar 
squadrons also will go north to 
bolster NATO strength. 
“ The troops will be stationed 
there as a deterrent to possible 
Warsaw Pact aggression.” the 
spokesman said. 
Military sources said the 
derision to station Americans 
in the area 
for the first time 
since the end of World War II — 
was made because the Soviet- 
led Warsaw Pact has been 
boosting its striking power in 
Eastern Europe. 
The American troops will join 
West Germ in and British 
forces already in the area. 
A second American detach­ 
ment. Brigade 76, will be sent 
from the United States to fill 
the post previously manned by 
Brigade 75 The shift will mean 
an increase of nearly 4,000 
troops in American strength in 
Europe 
NATO now has 197.000 sol­ 
diers. 69 OOO airmen and 36,000 
sailors, according to official 
figures. 
In central Europe, NATO 
divisions are currently outnum­ 
bered 58 to 27 Warsaw Pact na­ 
tions have a 19.000/ to 6,100 
superiority in tanks, and 2.460 
warplanes to 1,700 NATO air­ 
craft in West Europe.

HONOLULU (UPI) - Crew­ 
men aboard a replica of an an-, 
dent 00-foot Polynesian canoe* 
this week hope to begin a 
dangerous 6,000-mile voyage to 
Tahiti using only the sun, stars 
and waves for navigation.

Washington courts have no 
love for alienation suits 


SEATTLE (UPI) - The six judges of the State 
Appellate Court in Seattle showed they have no 
love for alienation of affections suits by un­ 
animously abolishing such legal actions in the 
state. 
They said such suits not only diminish human 
dignity but often are based on the obsolete idea 
that a wife is a husband’s chattel for which he 
should be compensated when he loses her com­ 
panionship. services and love. 


The Appellate Court reached its conclusion 
recently in reversing a King County Superior 
Court judgment awarding $15,000 damages to a 
man who claimed his wife s affections had been 
alienated by another man. The case also was dis­ 
missed 


The opinion, which has statewide application, 
was written by Judge Ward Williams, who 
pointed out the legislature never has written an 
alienation of affections law. Instead, the courts 
have applied the common law of England, which 
was adopted by Washington Territory in 1883. six 
years before statehood was achieved. 
Because of it was a creation of the courts, 
such law may be changed by the courts, Wil­ 
liams wrote 
But aside from the pure legal aspects of the 
opinion, the main thrust of Williams’ opinion 
was of a humanitarian nature. 
“To us the action for alienation of affections 
diminishes human dignity,” he wrote. “ It in­ 
flicts pain and humiliation upon the innocent: 
monetary damages are either inadequate or 
punitive, and the action does not prevent human 
misconduct itself. 
“In our judgment the interests which the ac­ 
tion seeks to protect are not protected by its ex­ 


istence and the harm it engenders far outweighs 
any reason for its continuance 
Williams also noted that in this state only com­ 
pensatory damages, not exemplary or punitive 
damages, are allowed in alienation of affection 
cases. 
“In our opinion, the element of punishment is 
so inextricably interwoven into any award of 
damages for alienation of the affections of a 
spouse that the true nature of the award is 
punitive.” the ruling said 
Williams cited a Louisiana decision which said 
such cases were based wrongly on the idea that 
the wife s companionship, services and affec­ 
tions were the property of the husbaand who 
should be compensated with money by any other 
man who causes the husband to lose that 
property through wrongful inducement. 
The alienator is the product, not the cause, of 
a foundering marriage. Williams said. 
“The alienator would not have found the op* 
portunity had the marriage been viable and a 
strong reciprocal affection present between the 
spouses.” he wrote. “The straying spouse may 
well have chanced upon the defendant as a 
refuge from an empty marriage.” 
The opinion also said an adverse effect of an 
alienation case might be emotional injury to 
children involved. There also is a “ great 
chance” of destroying relationships between a 
parent and a child, it added. 
"Certainly,” Williams wrote, “the alienation 
suit does not enhance the reputation of either 
spouse but spreads the matter upon the public 
record to the detriment of all concerned. 
“Even a successful plaintiff is the loser in 
most repsects. He or she has engaged in self- 
degradation for money.” 
'All American' tree produced 


EAST LANSING. Mich. 
(UPI) — Three varieties of 
spruce trees are native to dif­ 
ferent parts of America: The 
red, the white and the blue. 
A Michigan State University 
forestry professor has cross­ 
bred all three into a bicentenni­ 
al creation called the American 
spruce 
After eight years of research, 
James Hanover has succeeded 
in breeding a three-way hybrid 
spruce that is being proclaimed 
as a salute to the nation’s 
bicentennial as well as a major 
development for the forest 
products industry. 
“ We hope the American 
spruce will show the rapid 
growth of the red spruce, the 
disease resistance of the white 
spruce and the beautiful color 
of the blue spruce,” Hanover 
said 
“If verified by future re­ 
search, the result will be an ex­ 
tremely versatile tree with 
multiple uses, such as pulpwood 
and lumber production, orna­ 
mental plantings or Christmas 


tree production .” 
The first seedling of this first 
successful spruce tri-hybrid 
will be planted on the grounds 
of the Capitol in Washington in 
ceremonies Thursday. Hanover 
will be on hand. 
Hanover began his project by 
making the first documented 
cross between the blue and 
white spruce in 1968 
“The major aim of this initial 
hybrid development program 
was to add desired white spruce 
characteristics to blue spruce 
lines,” Hanover said. “ Blue 
spruce is a commonly planted 
and highly valued ornamental 
tree, but it is slow growing, par­ 
ticularly in its juvenile phase, 
and reaches sexual maturity 
late.” 
White spruce, on the other 
hand, has a relatively rapid 
growth rate. 
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St. Augustine, Fla., became 
known chiefly as a prisoner- 
of-war camp during the 
Revolutionary War.

D-Los Angeles, is 
carrying the measure. As yet, 
he has not scheduled it for a 
vote. He has not publicly said 
much more than “it’s going to, 
be a difficult fight.” 
The major dispute centers 
around who will be given power 
to regulate the 1,072-mile 
seashore. Beilenson, environ­ 
mentalists and the coastal com­ 
mission sponsors of the bill in­ 
sist that final authority be 
vested in a permanent state 
coastline commission 


The logic, essentially, is that 
the coast represents a state­ 
wide asset that local agencies 
did not manage for the good of 
all the people, and that is why 
voters approved the coastline 
initiative in 1972 which ulti­ 
mately led to the Beilenson bill. 
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Sources of Energy—No. 5 of a seriesIf solar energy can 
help heat a house, why can’t it 
run a power plant? 


The answer is 
clouded 


PG&E, like a number of other 
utilities and research organi­ 
zations, is working on practicable 
ways to use the sun’s energy. 
Areas.that show the greatest 
promise include heating of homes 
and buildings, and water heating, 
including swimming pools. 
Using the sunk energy to pro­ 
duce electric power is far more 
difficult and complicated and 
is too expensive to use today. 
And, because the sun only works 
one shift, conventional power 
plants will be needed at night or 
when the sun doesn’t shine. Or 
else ways must be developed for 
large scale storage of electricity. 
Research is under way to 
develop more efficient solar ‘‘cells’’ 
to convert the sunk energy 
directly into electricity. Other 
research is aimed at using the 
sunk heat to make steam, or to 
heat gases, to run turbine gener­ 
ators producing electricity. We 
hope that continuing research will 
pay off and that toward the end 
of the century the sun will be 
providing a significant portion of 
needed electricity.

Other sources 
of energy 


There are 5 sources of primary 
energy which PG&E now uses 
for generating electricity.

Keeping Track 
Terry hopes for 
big breakthrough

Terry Williams, hoping for a “ great 
breakthrough" is favored to win the 
10.000 meters race tonight as the two- 
day Pacific-8 Conference Track and 
Field Finals open at Berkeley. 
Terry will also run the 5,000 meters 
tomorrow, and is hoping to qualify for 
the Olympic Trials in both events. 
The former Lompoc High star, now at 
the University of Oregon, appears to be 
peaking at just the right time. For exam­ 
ple, he ran a lifetime best mile (4:02.56) 
last week in the Northwest Relays. 
Terry offers this account of his season 
in a recent letter to the Record sports 
department: 
“I’m very pleased with my season so 
far.

That’s the fastest I've 
run since high school by myself. 
"Well. I'm looking forward to a great 
breakthrough at Pac-8. I hope to qualify 
at 10.000 meters for the Olympic Trials 
(need 28:40) and possibly 5.000 (13:40)."

SAN DIEGO (U PI) - While 
they were subsisting on peanut 
butter sandwiches a year ago, 
two young film producers would 
have sold their partially comp­ 
leted picture about banjo vir­ 
tuoso Earl Scruggs for $75,000. 
Today they expect their film, 
“ Banjoman,” to gross some­ 
what over $4 million, and 
they’re already planning anoth­ 
er full-length film. 
Richard Abramson, 29, and 
Michael Varhol, 27, were in 
town recently for the West 
Coast premiere of their film 
and were meandering around 
town with a flatbed truck full of 
banjo players competing in a 
marathon. 
The two — former army bud­ 
dies, where they both gained 
most of their film experience — 
savored their status now of be­ 
ing sought-out by investors, who 
a year ago wouldn’t talk to 
them. 
The film was launched in 
Washington, D C., last Novem­ 
ber at a gala that Sen. Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., helped arran­ 
ge. “ That was an incredible 
stroke of luck,’’ recalls Abram­ 
son. 
It was a new status in 
Washington for the two who had 
left there in virtual poverty in 
April, 1974, with an unfinished 
film and a dream. They had 
shipped most of their belong­ 
ings. including a photo collec­ 
tion, COD to Los Angeles. 
But by the time they arrived 
here they couldn’t pay the ship­ 
ping charges, and the freight 
company returned the items to 
an Ohio office for public sale. 
Only recently the two film 
makers hired a detective to 
track down their belongings and 
have already recovered some 
photos in Georgia. 
After their army career the 
two formed “ The Chicken Salad 
Production Co., Inc.” and 
filmed television commercials 
in Washington to raise money 
for a full-length film they 
wanted to do. 
Abramson said “ we did good 
commercials for bad products. 
One of our first was for a 
singles bar ... we sold sex.” 
When the film on E a rl 
Scruggs was 85 per cent com­ 
plete the two decided they had 
to go to Los Angeles to raise the 
money and complete the work. 
“ We thought we d need only 
about another $50,000 or 
$80,000.” Varhol recalls, "but 
ultimately we learned we 
needed $250,000.” 
The film finally cost the 
young producers, and some as­ 
sociates. $400,000. 
They also formed their own 
distributing company — Blue 
Pacific — and already have 
plans to promote the film in 
Japan and England. 
Recalling those desperate six 
months in 1975 the two young 
men said they had no car. bum­ 
med office space, and lived on 
less than $20 a week. 
“ Occasionally my parents 
would take pity and send us 
money for rent,” according to 
Abramson, “ and sometimes his 
parents would help.” 
When they finally got an in­ 
vestor to come up with $25,000 
they banked it and didn’t want 
to touch it for a while. 
“ We wanted to exude an air 
of respectability as we tried to 
get more money.” Varhol ex­ 
plained 
These days the duo is so busy 
promoting their film (it has 
already shown in the Carolinas, 
Kentucky, Ohio and New Mex­ 
ico). and distributing it that 
they don’t know when they can 
begin their next film which will 
be a history of rhythm and 
blues called “ Land of a Thou­ 
sand Dances.”

Free university network; 
hottest education plan 


United Press International 
At a recent semester at the University for 
Man in Kansas, students who pay no tuition were 
taught hitchhiking by a teacher who received no 
money. 
The University for Man is part of the Free 
University Network: FUN for short. But there's 
nothing comical about the 200 free universities 
nationwide. 


FUN, in fact, is the hottest current develop­ 
ment in adult education and some programs are 
funded in part by federal grants aimed at im­ 
proving post-secondary education. 
Doris Hoerman, assistant director of the 
University for Man, told of the hitchhiking 
course and how the Manhattan, Kansas. Free 
University works. Sue Maes, a volunteer 
coordinator of FUN. talked about the free un­ 
iversity system. 
The hitchhiking course touched on how to do it. 
how to attract people, what to talk about when 
picked up. the best routes. 
“ There’s a lot to it, actually,” said Ms. 
Hoerman. 


The Free University got started at the Univer­ 
sity of California. Berkeley, in 1964. an offshoot 
of the free speech movement as opposition to the 
Vietnam war heated up and students wanted to 
learn more about subjects not in school catalogs. 
It spread quickly and. in the beginning, was 
mainly politically-oriented. Then it moved into 
women’s liberation and other national 
self- 
improvement movements. 
The phase of development after that? En­ 
vironmental: courses on recycling, on clean 
rivers and that sort of thing, the trend in free 
universities today, according to Ms. Maes, is to 
the practical and skill type classes: how to build 
a house, plant a garden, pick up secretarial 
skills 
The free universities do not grant credit or 
charge tuition The only entrance requirement in 
any class is curiosity, according to Ms. Maes. 
there are no pressures from the anticipation 


of grades. No grades are given. 
The mark of the free university is in­ 
dividuality. They’re all different and shaped by 
local needs. 
The persons who teach for no pay at the 
University of Man, include housewives, 
farmers, soldiers from nearby military bases 
and university professors. 
“ We have some very credible teachers and 
some who never taught before who may be simp­ 
ly outstanding,” Ms. Hoerman said. 
The school in Kansas has a paid staff of 14 for 
administration. Money comes from some 
federal grants, the United Way, the Kansas 
Committee for Humanities, for a few examples. 
Some free universities have buildings, some 
don't. Some put out catalogs listing 200 courses 
and can handle 4.000 students. Others operate on 
$200 a year and depend on garage sales to pay for 
anything extra. 
Some give a certificate at course’s end. Others 
charge 25 cents for a "diploma.” 
The Fourth Annual national Free University 
Conference will be held in Louisville. Ky., in Oc­ 
tober. 
“ Free universities are older, stronger and ap­ 
pealing more to the community as a whole than 
to just campus population.” said Sheila Russell. 
National Communications Coordinator of FUN. 
Major issues at the conference will include the 
proposed Lifelong Learning Act and the 
prospects for mandatory adult education The 
conference will be hosted by the Louisville Free 
University. 
One-third of the free universities today see 
their mission as being a community organiza- 
, tion serving all people: workers, housewives, 
elderly, students. 
A free university, say movement spokesmen, 
should be started in a small way and grow to its 
potential. The three necessary items to start up: 
a phone, an office space, human energy. 
To learn more. write for a free pamphlet.

BALL GROUND, Ga (U PI) 
— Squinting his eyes under his 
baseball cap. overall-clad Bobby 
Lanning stood on the steps of 
Stances General Store and 
allowed as how he would vote 
for Jimmy Carter. 
“ It’s a poor excuse I reckon, 
but he is a Southerner.” said 
Lanning in explaining his deci­ 
sion. 
“ I voted for (Richard) Nixon 
in the last election Of course, a 
fellow didn’t have much of a 
choice then. It was either vote 
for Nixon or vote for a bunch of 
weirdos.” 
There was general support 
for Carter among the farmers 
and country residents, who cast 
their ballots at Stancil’s store, 
eight miles north of this com­ 


munity of 617 residents in the 
north Georgia foothills. 
Although few could cite 
anything outstanding about 
Carter’s record as governor of 
Georgia, all agreed it was time 
for a Southerner — especially a 
Georgian — to be elected presi­ 
dent. 
The 100-odd voters in the Con­ 
n’s Creek district have been 
casting their paper ballots 
among the bags of chicken feed, 
oxen yokes, horseshoes and 
plows in Stancil’s Store for 
some 15 years. Most are 
farmers although a few work in 
industries in neighboring towns. 
“ To start with, I didn’t think 
he (Carter) had a Chinaman’s 
chance.” said R L. Anthony, a 
59-vear-old retired postal work­ 


er who normally votes Repub­ 
lican. “ I decided the other day 
if he gets nominated, and since 
he’s from Georgia.

Mixed priorities 


We spent the better part of last Tues­ 
day afternoon in the County Administra­ 
tion building at an all-afternoon hearing 
on revenue sharing funding to non-profit 
agencies by the county board of super­ 
visors. 
A long parade of representatives of all 
sizes, shapes and forms appeared before 
the members of the 
board in their ornate 
meeting room to beg, 
plead and cry for 
funds to keep their 
organizations going. 
Some were highly 
vitrolic in light of the 
fact that out of many, 
many agencies who 
dep en d ed on such 
funds, only eight such 
agencies were recom­ 
mended for minimal 
funding this year by 
the administrative officer. 
Among those eight, we are happy to 
report, was the Lompoc Valley Drug 
Abuse C oordinating Council which 
operates the Lompoc Drop-In Center and 
Dawn House. It will be difficult to 
operate the facilities on the same, 
minimal amount as granted last year, 
but at least we will continue to remain 
open. 
Our heart cried out, however, for such 
sncies as the Lompoc Valley G irls’ 
d u b , the Lompoc Boys’ Club and the 
Community Action Commission. We 
might also add for such agencies as 
Operations Kids. I V. Open Door Clinic, 
Freedom Clinic. Planned Parenthood, 
Inter-Tribal Indian Council. Human 
Relations Center, Santa Maria Associa­ 
tion for R etarded, Santa B arbara 
Autistic Child, etc., etc. None were 
recommended for funding. 


Listening to the presentations of the 
various organizations, we couldn't help 
but wonder why if there is such need, and 
it was dem onstrated, it cannot be 


fulfilled. In many instances, it was in­ 
ferred that county services were being 
duplicated but such is not the case. It is 
simply that the county services are not 
able to do the job. 
Some agencies were asking as little as 
$8,000 to keep their programs going. 
They will now, no doubt, fold. 
Behind the dais of the board of super­ 
visors is a large marble wall. Ensconced 
on the wall is an enormous brass replica 
of the County seal. We wondered what 
the cost of all this might have been. We 
were betting with ourself that the cost 
would have properly supported a number 
of the pleading social, non-profit agen­ 
cies for,a few years to come. 
Sometimes we believe our priorities 
are all mixed up at the high government 
levels. 
THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
We are now hearing such nice things as 
“ I like your moustache.” ... A Mrs. 
George Tuers of Vandenberg Village 
called us the other day to tell us a story. 
On Mother’s Day, early in the morning, 
she received a telephone call. Hie caller 
was a very. very young voice, in fact, a 
baby’s voice. Mrs. Tuers tried to make 
sense of the call and finally urged the lit­ 
tle caller to put somebody else on the 
phone. Finally another older voice came 
on the phone and everything was ex­ 
plained The baby was playing with the 
telephone and had actually dialed from 
Lompoc to Vandenberg Village. Mrs. 
Tuers wonders what would have hap­ 
pened, with direct dialing, if the child 
had dialed Tokyo, or Europe, or 
anywhere else? ... Lompoc's ‘‘Mr. 
Clean.” *Jim Brightwell. city sanitation 
chief, called to tell us that he is sending 
out letters to firms and individuals tell­ 
ing them what a good job they are doing 
keeping their premises clean. However, 
in the next breath, he also said he is 
sending out a bunch to others who, in his 
opinion, are not keeping their places neat 
and clean. This is a real dedicated guy — 
to cleanliness. 


When, late in the evening of primary 
day, it became clear that Ronald Reagan 
was going to win in Indiana, John 
Chancellor of NBC zoomed in on him and 
asked how he could account for the 
strange unity of criticism coming at him 
from Nelson Rockefeller, representing 
(at least, traditionally) the left end of 
th e 
R e p u b lic a n 
spectrum, and Barry 
Coldwater 
representing the right 
spectrum? 
There was as much 
fatigue written over 
Reagan’s face as there 
w a s 
g le e 
o v e r 
C h a n c e llo r’s, who 
rightly calculated that 
there was very little 
Reagan could answer 
under the c irc u m ­ 
stances that would dis­ 
pose of the diplomatic ambush. Hie 
author of the Eleventh Commandment 
managed a smile, and said: ‘‘I’ve never 
believed in divisiveness within the 
Republican Party, as you know, John. I 
think everybody would agree that I did 
my very best to knit the party together in 
California in 1966, after the chaos of 


1964.” 
Churchill could not have done better, 
and, as a professional, I have to admire 
the smoothest fico of the season. But O 
my lords. O my lieges, what on earth are 
we doing? Put together everything said 
against the Republicans by Humphrey, 
Carter, Jackson, Udall, and Bella Abzug, 
and you cannot m atch the destruc­ 
tiveness of the criticism being leveled 
against Republicans by Republicans. 


Both Barry Coldwater and Ronald 
Reagan are in part responsible for this. I 
am required to say, because my affec­ 
tion for Coldwater would not perm it me 
to dissimulate, that I think he has been 
the principal aggressor this time around, 
and for reasons I cannot fathom. 


Most conspicuously played up by the 
press is the position taken by Reagan 
about Panama. This was used by Jam es 
Reston as the handle for the cockiest 
piece of political vaticination (Reagan 
‘‘won’t last for long” ) since Mr. Reston 
reassured his readers, in the winter of 
1963, that Nelson Rockefeller had as 
much of a chance losing the Republican 
nomination in 1964, as he had of going 
broke. They are loving it. They are 
quoting Coldwater, whose remarks are 


never noticed by the liberal press except 
when they serve their purposes, endless­ 
ly. It was Coldwater who said about 
Reagan that he did not understand the is­ 
sues of the Panama Canal, that if he did 
he would side with Gerald Ford; and that 
if we didn’t negotiate a new treaty with 
Panama, we’d find ourselves engaged in 
“ guerrilla w arfare.” 
Now the following quotation is not ad­ 
duced out of any spirit of meanness to 
Barry Coldwater. Quite the contrary, I 
proceed to prove that Senator Coldwater 
was exactly correct when he wrote in 
1963 (Why Not Victory, McFadden, page 
34) ‘‘Does anyone seriously suppose... 
that our generous decision to perm it the 
Panamanian flag to fly over American 
territory in the Canal Zone will placate 
the P anam anian natio n alists? The 
gesture is bound simply to whet the 
mob’s appetite and transfer its sights to 
bigger targets.” 
Guerrilla warfare? 
Conceivably. Under certain circum ­ 
stances, the United States would have to 
fight guerilla warfare, urban warfare, 
tank warfare, nuclear warfare. They tell 
us that we must revise our treaty in 
Panama because it is, in the fashionable 
phrase, the ‘‘last vestige of American 


colonialism in Latin America.” If it is 
the last vestige of American colonialism, 
pray what is our base in Guantanamo? 
Are we supposed to give it up too? 
Castro, in 1964, decided to try a little a t­ 
trition on Guantanamo, and he turned off 
the water supply. Candidate Coldwater 
said that Castro should be told to “turn it 
(the water) on or the Marines are going 
to turn it on.” And Senator Coldwater 
was not categorically against guerrilla 
warfare. In fact, he said that if he were 
President, he would train and equip 
refugees to fight a guerrilla war in Cuba, 
supply them by air drop and give them 
air support if necessary. 
Of course, that was only two years 
after a D em ocratic President had 
launched an am phibious operation 
against Castro. But even so, there was 
talk about using guerrillas to fight on 
foreign soil. Whatever you call Panam a 
(concerning which, please see my next 
dispatch — on it, and Mr. Reston), it is 
hardly foreign soil. It is an American 
responsibility secured by treaty. The no­ 
tion that it is reckless to be prepared to 
defend it suggests a failure of nerve. 
Nobody who knows Mr. Coldwater can 
believe that of him, but it is hard to 
believe that he is helping his party.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - To an un­ 
usual degree, the security of the United 
S tates depends on the Sino-Soviet 
quarrel. 
The mutual antagonism between Pek­ 
ing and Moscow prevents these two 
powers from combining their resources 
against this country and leads both to 
favor some sort of 
a llia n c e w ith u s, 
however tenuous and 
paper thin. 
Now there are signs 
the Chinese and the 
Russians may seek a 
reapprochem ent 
of 
so rts w hich could 
c h a n g e th e w orld 
b a la n c e of pow er 
mightily, and not to 
the advantage of the 
United States and the 
free world. 
These signs are faint as of now but per­ 
sistent and they crop up in the most un­ 
usual ways. 
The analysis here among those who ad­ 
vise the National Security Council is that 
the major serious bar to a Soviet-Chinese 
get-together is Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
who has hated the Russians these past 40 
years with a passion. Mao is 82 and 
serously ailing, the reports go, and he's 
one of the few left who remember 
Moscow's manipulations over the past 
half century during which its agents 
made every effort to bring China under 
political, economic and military control. 
Information arriving here is that a 
m ajor factor in the downfall and death of 
Lin Piao, Mao Tse-tung’s heir apparent, 
was L in s desire to seek R ussia's 
cooperation in rebuilding China’s army 
on modern lines. 
Reports arriving from China watchers 
in Asia suggest that the removal and dis­ 
grace of Teng Hsiao-ping, whom Chou 
En-lai had picked as his successor in 
China, came about because Teng favored 
detente with Moscow and action to end 
the border quarrels. 
Years back. Peng Teh-huai, then head 
of the Chinese army, was removed and 
put apparently under permanent house 
a rre st because he favored closer 
military cooperation with Russia and the 
securing of military assistance from that 
country. 
In each case. Mao is tabbed as the man 
who queered the deals and saw to the 
removal of the men responsible for 
promoting Sino-Soviet cooperation. 
But. as noted above, Mao may not be 
on the scene much longer. Then the m at­ 
ter of closer ties with Russia may 
become an open ball game. 
The experts here I’ve talked to believe 
that in the years after Mao, China will in­ 
deed move to settle its outstanding 
quarrels with the Soviet Union and 
develop a more friendly relationship 
with Prem ier Brezhnev and his men The 
pressures are strong among those groups 
which supported Prem ier Chou. 
How far this approvem ent will go is 
* anyone's guess No one here that I know 
is predicting a full fledged alliance or a 


turn to open economic and political 
cooperation on a wide scale. There will 
always be intense rivalry between two 
such dynamic and politically aggressive 
powers, both wrestling for control of the 


world’s Communist parties. 
But enough of the differences between 
the two countries could be reconciled, it 
is believed here, to give this country 
major problems in the years ahead. 


Reconciliation would free both nations, 
even more than now to dabble in troubled 
w aters worldwide without worrying 
about their own back doors or about what 
the United States might do.

Dear Mr. Crompe. 
I would like to reply, if I may, to a let­ 
ter which appeared on this page March 7. 
It was written by a Victor Souza, a self- 
proclaimed “ American of Portuguese 
origin.” 
Like Mr. Aguirre and his wife, neither 
of whom I know, but whose opinion about 
Spanish translations on ballots I share, I 
am a U S citizen of Mexican ancestry. 
Mr. Souza calls Mr. Aguirre a ‘fairly 
well-educated M exican-Am erican.’ I 
suppose I fall in this same category, but 
can you tell me please; just what is a 
“ fa irly w e ll-e d u c a te d M exican- 
A m erican”? Is that supposed to imply 
that there is no way to be an “all-the- 
way” educated one; or just the Aguirres 
and myself are exceptions to the general 
rule? Apparently, Mr. Souza considers 
women unworthy of rebuttal, for he 
never mentioned Mrs. Aguirre, who also 
signed the letter he was complaining 
about. Forgive me, but I am insulted. 
Racism and sexism were both readily 
apparent in Mr. Souza’s ‘grand old 
American style’ letter. 
Mr. Souza doesn’t like the idea of bi­ 
lingual ballots. These were introduced, I 
feel, by forward-thinking people in the 
California government to ensure that 
every citizen has the right to exercise his 
or her right to vote. That right should not 
be denied any citizen of this country; 
regardless of proficiency or lack of it in 
the ‘State Tounge’ i.e. English. As for 
having literacy tests for voters, that 
sounds like vote-control, Southern-style. 
What comes next? A return to the Grand­ 
father Clause? 
Because th ere are people of all 
nationalities in America, argues Mr. 
Souza, the speakers of one language such 
as Spanish, ‘ should not be afforded 
‘special privileges.'Tie neglects to men­ 
tion that there are far more Spanish­ 
speaking people in the U.S. than 
speakers of all other languages (English 
aside) combined That’s a fact. Few 
‘ethnic Americans’ hold on to their ‘old 
country across the sea’ languages and 
customs past the second generation. 
Spanish-speaking 
people, 
particularly 
Mexicans, are a noteworthy and obvious 
exception. The reason, to those whose 
eyes are not clouded by prejudice, should 
also be obvious. There is no sea between 
San Diego (once the capital of the Mex­ 
ican state of California) and Mexico. 
According to Mr. Souza, he is ‘m ore’ of 
a minority because he is of Portuguese 
extraction than the A guirres (or 
myself.) I agree, but it seems to me that 
we are concerned here with the group 
that has the most people with the 
problem (in this case, inability to vote 
because of inability to read English well 
enough) — not the least Pretzel logic! 


Not only the logic, but the priorities 
Mr. Souza talks about, are twisted. 
There are tens of millions of Mexican- 
Americans (also known as Chicanos) in 
the United States, and not all of them are 
recent im m igrants, either. That is 
another myth perpetuated by racist 
zenophobics who continue to harp about 
the hordes of Mexicans who are crawling 
(like so many cockroaches) over the 
border daily. Sorry to disappoint the ig­ 
norant ones, but there are thousands of 
Mexicans right here in Santa Barbara 
County who have deep roots in this 
country. The U.S.-Mexico border has not 
always been the iBerlin Wall that it is to­ 
day. For that reason, many of us, like 
myself, have relatives firmly entrenched 
on both sides. Family ties make a 
mockery of Souza's separation of Mex­ 
ican nationals as ignorant natives' and 
M exican A m ericans as sun tanned 
‘ethnic Americans.’ 
By the way, there was a time, Mr. 
Souza, when a person who felt the way 
you seem to about Mexico would be un­ 
welcome here. This used to be Mexico, 
or have you forgotten? It s almost amus­ 
ing the way we promote our ‘Spanish’ 
heritage here in California. If the people 
who lived here and spoke Spanish in the 
1700s and 1800s were Spaniards, then the 
colonists who lived on the East Coast 
were British. Mexican’ is not a dirty 
word. but it gets treated as one. ‘Dirty 
Mexican’ rolls off the tongue around here 
as easily as ‘Spanish heritage’ does It s 
really sickening to us. 
I can’t imagine why anyone would get 
so righteously indignant over a simple 
provision that was intended only to help 
out the recognizably large number of 
Mexican citizens who have trouble with 
the English Language. Can Mr. Souza be 
so anticourtesy; or is he just anti- 
Mexican? 
If this area was populated by large 
numbers of Portuguese and they felt hap­ 
py and comfortable using their own 
language, even to the exclusion of 
English. I would applaud them. I would 
also support bilingual E nglish/Por­ 
tuguese ballots. I see nothing wrong with 
an American speaking Portuguese — or 
Latvian or Swahili for that m atter. Por­ 
tuguese is a beautiful language, and so 
much like Spanish that I once had a long 
conversation with a young lady from Rio 
de Janiero without using a bit of English, 
ju st my ‘u s e le s s ,’ ‘u n -A m erican ’ 
Spanish, which my Brazilian friend 
readily understood. 
So, back to my question; what can Mr, 
Souza have against us? He says he is 
sick and tired’ of all our rhetoric. 
What about us?!? 
We are sick and tired of being told we 
can ‘go back to Mexico’ everytime we 


open our mouths! 
Every Mexican- 
American has heard the phrase, and they 
are hateful, ugly words indeed. 
W ho in th e h e l l g a v e t h e s e 
Southwestern cities nam es like San 
Diego. Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Santa Barbara — Irishmen? It appears 
you cannot be proud of your roots — not 
just in rhetoric, but in lifestyle — and 
still be a good American. It would seem, 
by Mr. Souza's pretzel logic, that the 
French Canadians are not Canadians at 
all because they choose to speak French, 
and resist assimilation. Is the situation 
in that part of Canada so different from 
ours in the American Southwest? In both 
cases we are talking about a minority 
that comprises between 15 and 30 per 
cent. Is it so wrong for us to lead our own 
(Mexican) lives, our way, and still have 
a voice in government? 
I say NO! I say Bravo’ to the spirit of 
brotherhood that put Spanish on the 
ballot in the first place, and will consider 
the opinions of all the candidates on this 
issue before casting my ballot I like the 
idea that 
different’ doesn't have to 
mean ‘inferior.’ 
P S Mr. Souza, one more thing; the 
ancestors of those Mexicans you would 
just as soon, send ‘back’? Well. they 
helped write the original Constitution of 
this (U S I state — in both Spanish ami 
English!
